ORDER 

New Delhi, the 15th October, 1977 

S.o. 722(E) .—In exercise of the powcis conferred by Section i8-G and 45 of the Industrie 11 
(Development and Regulation) Act, 1951(65 of 1951), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following Older further to amend the Cement Control Order, 1967, namely — 

1 (1) This Order may be called the Cement Control (Fifth Amendment) Older, 1977. 

(a) It shall come into force with immediate effect 

2 In clause a of the Cement Control Order, 1967 (hereinafter referred to as the said Order) 
in sub-rlaust (b), for the words “the Cement Corporation of India Limited or the Managing Director 
thereof or an ufhcci of the Cential Government”, the words “any officer of the Central Government 
duly ’’ shall he substituted 

3, For clause 3 of the said Order, the following clause shall be substituted, namely—■ 

“3, Power to prohibit removal — No producer shall remove or peimit the removal of any cement, 
whethei sold nr unsold, ftom the precincts or premises of his factory or from any part 
of such piecincts or piemises to any place—' 

(I) within the prccmels or premises of such factory for use as such or for the manufacture 

of any article, or 

(II) outside the precincts or piemises of such factory, 

except with the previous permission in writing of the Central Government.”

(l) after the word “sale” in both the places where it occurs, the word “removal” shall be 
inserted; 

(ii) In item (a) of sub-clause (a), foi the words “produce such books”, the words “produce and 
make available for inspection such books” shall be substituted, 

j In clause 8 of the said Ordei— 

(l) for the opening paragraph, thr following shall be substituted, namely 1 — 

“Every producer shall, himself, or by an person on his behalf sell—. 

(a) water-proof (hydrophobic) cement at Rs. 263 65 per metric tonne; 

(b) rapid hardening cement, low heat cement and high strength ordinary portland cement 

at Rs. 254.65 per metric tonne; 

(c) ordinary portland Cement, portland pozzolana cement, blast furnace slag cement and 

masonry cement at Rs. 231-65 per metric tonne, 

free on rail destination railway station plus the excise duty paid " 

(li) in the first proviso, for the words “different containers in such packing”, the words “such 
other containers” shall be substituted, 

6 In clause 9 of the said Order— 

(1) for the portion beginning with the words “F.veiy producer shall" and ending with the words 
“the following amounts, namely”, the following shall be substituted, namely — 

“Every producer shall, in respect of each transaction by way of sale of cement effected 
by him or in respect of every' removal of cement made by him, under rlause 3, pay 
within one month of the close of the month in which such sales or removals take place, 
vo the Controller, an amount equivalent to the amount, if any by which the free on 
rail destination price of such cement exceeds the agrrrgate of the following amount 
^ namely”, 

(li) in item (u), for the words “a selling agency commission”, the words “selling expenses” 
shall be substituted, 

(lii) for item (iv), the following item shall be substituted, namely — 

“(iv) in the case of packed cement, the charges fixed by the Central Government in respect of 
packing under the first proviso to clause 8 and where a produrei uses second¬ 
hand jute bags in excess of the limit if any, specified under the second provis , to that 
clause such charges as proportionately reduced ” 

7. In sub-clause (2) of clause 11 of the said Order, after item (iii), , the following item shall be 
Inserted, namely:— 

“(iv) Such reimbursement of expenses by the Controller as may be incurred by the producers 
of cement for the purpose of increasing the production, for securing the equitable dis¬ 
tribution and availability at fair prices of cement ”
